D. Setna, with reference % ny 
short artiely onthe ubove subject in a 
contemporary, Writes 18 
pointing gut that on Septembér 3, 1001, 
he sent the followiig letter: to the 
China Mail" — 

It is tho combination of '* U,S.''; the 
initials of ‘United States of America. 

Tt is a modification of the figure: "' 8,’* 
the Dollar being, formerly called a ** picce 
et wight.’ i“ ‘ 

It is derived from 4 representation of 
“t Pillars of Hercules '’ consisting of two 
revdlelike towers or pillars connected 
with a scroll. , : 

‘The Spanish ¢oins ‘marked with tho 
pillar deview were frequently referred to 
us" Pilar Dollars.” : 

It is a combination of  P. and 5.” 
from ‘*Peso Duro,’’ signifying °° Hard 
Dollur." In Spanish saecounts ** Peso" 
ix contracted by writing the ''S.'" over 
“P," and placing it'after the sum. 

The symbel of Dollar is as monogram 
of letters * *V.,.S. and J.,"" the Dotler 
being originally o ‘Thaler " coined in 
the valley. of Saskt Joachin, .Bobumia, 
ad known as‘a ‘ Joachin Thaler * and 
the monogram, the initial words, “ Valley 
Sankt Joachin."* 

The American symbol for Dollar is 
talren from the Spanish Dollar, tho ori- 
ginal of the sign, of’ course, must. be! * 
looked. for in the aasoviutions of, the 
Spanish coins. : Baik 

On the reverse. of o Sponish Toltae j is 
ha representation of the Pillars’ of Hee.
